“The Progressive Victory was the 
theme of Gov. Johnson at the dinner 
given last evening in his honor in the 
Hamburger banquet hall, by the Pro- 
gressive County Central Committee. 
The function, it was announced, is to 
be repeated monthly for the benefit 
and education of the faithful. 

The Governor told his audience that 
he received the Presidential election 
returns In a New York hotel without 
disappointment, and even with joy, 
for he realized, he said, that a great 
victory had been accomplished, and 
that in the vote cast, the truth of 
rogressivism was established. He 
knew all al what the result would 
be, he said, both he and Col. 
Roosevelt realized that they were 
building for the future. “Don't be 
discouraged,” he said, the colonel ad- 
vises, “because when the people un- 
derstand right they will <ote right.” 

The Governor called New York 
State “darkest America.” but sald he 
sees great hope for Illinois. He even 
admitted that New York its worth 
working on.

HUNDRED MILLIONS FOR 
BIG POWER COMPANIES. 


An Enormous Aggregation of Capital to Fight Mu- 
nicipal Distr.bution of Electricity in 


T IS certain that the city of Los Angeles will have a 
1 fight on its hands in its endeavors to solve 

the problem of municipal distribution of the electric power 
of the aqueduct or the municipalization of the local electric 
companies. 

It has leaked out from New York sources that a ike is 
being formed to back up the local electric companies by means 
of a corporation with a capital of $100,000,000, im a possible 
battle against municipalization in this city. 

The companies proposed to be taken under the wing of 
this gigantic organization are the Pacific Light and Power 
Corporation, the Southern California Edison Company, the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation, and the Los Angeles 
Railway S is, if the deal goes through as 
expected. 

Representatives of these corporations, interviewed yester- 
day, refused to give out any information and entered a general 
denial. It is known, however, beyond all contradiction, that 
the plan described above is om foot. 

Prominent in the management of the $100,000,000 corpora- 
tion are to be H. E. Huntington and C. H. Coffin, president of 
the General Electric Company of America. 

Things have progressed so far that Mr. Huntington has 
acquired the absolute control and assumed the direction of the 
Pacific Light and Power Corporation, a $20,000,000 concern, 
which has hitherto been under the direction of William G. 
Kerckhoff and A. C. Balch, who have relieved themselves 
of their greatest responsibilities. 

Insiders inform The Times that the local companies have 
been assured of a foreign credit of $1,500,000,000, to use in 
the fight if needed. 

It is said to be a part of the programme to make a liberal 
offer to the city before going any further: an offer of a rental 
of something like $1,000,000 a year to be paid to the city if it 
will keep out of the retailing of light and power; that is, the 
companies will be willing to buy the city’s electrical energy to 
retail, themselves, through their own distributing systems, and

He says “a man 
innocent until he ts proven gufity,” 
and will not discuss the forgery 
charges further. 

“We were hunting on the other side 
of the line.” he said last night. “The 
Mexicans arrested us on a charge of 
filibustering, which in itself is ridicu- 
lous.

HURRY up campaign to prevent 
A sar cutting of import duties on 

olives and olive of] was inaug- 
urated yesterday when olive growers 
and packers met in the directors’ 
room of the Chamber of Commerce 
and named Dr. C. J. Huff of the 
American Olive Company as their 
representative in the fight that will 
be waged before the Congressional 
Ways and Means Committee for the 
retention of the present rates. 

The initial hearing on the olive 
tariff is set by the Ways and Means 
Committee for January 6, with a spe- 
cial h g on olive oil January 20. 
Dr. Huff will leave for Washington al- 
most 4mmodiately. In the interim a 
special committee composed of C. E. 
Greenameyer of the American Olive 
Company, Alexander B. Stewart of the 
Curtis Olive Company, and Flavel 
Shurtleff of the Calif ja Olive Land 
Company, and W. O. Johnson of the 
American Olive Company, who has 
made a special study of the subject, 
will assist Dr. Huff in gathering data 
on the olive industry in this country. 

At the present time there are 13,- 
000 acres planted to olives in Califor- 
nia, of which 9000 acres are in actual 
bearing; the yearly production of ripe 
olives being estimated at 1,250,000 
gallons and of olive oll at 250,000 gal- 
ons. Importations of olive oll last 
year totaled 6,000,000 gallons, the 
tariff on which was 40 cents per gal-

What We Are Doing in the 

43 HE influence of America in the Philippine Islands is 
Steadily proving of vast advantage to the Filipinos, 
It is no yoke of subjection we have imposed upon the 
people of the archipelago but it has brought to them 
the highest type of modern civilization, which we are 
upon them as a boon without money and 
without price to them but at very large cost to us. For 
nine months of the current year ended September 30 the 
total imports to the islands were valued at $48,000,000 
in round numbers, and the exports at a little less than 
$40,000,000 in round numbers, This shows an increase 
in imports over the same period in 1911 of almost $13,- 
000,000 and an increase in exports of a little more than 
$8,000,000. Since we acquired the archipelago the in- 
creased business in and out has been of vast propor- 
tions. We get a good deal of this trade and that is the 
only advantage the United States has in governing the 
Philippines. Experience ig proving the wisdom of those 
Wo insisted from the beginning that bueiness would 
follow the flag in the Philippines as it has in all colon- 
izing on the part of civilized countries. The burden of 
managing these island affairs may press a little heavily 
upon us, but then Americans are men, virile men, 
and not children or weaklings and are ready, able and 

willing to bear their burdens.

The Busiest Spot in America. 

F YOU want to know where the busiest spot in 
America is the name of the place is Los Angeles. Go 
up and down the principal business streets in holiday 
time and you will find from 10 o’*lock in the morning 
until 4 or 5 in the afternoon between First and Eighth 
streets on Main, Spring, Broadway and Hill, and the 
cross thoroughfares, from 20,000 to twice that number 
of persons on these streets at any moment in any of 
these hours. It impresses one as if 100,000 people a day 
phes the various stores along these streets. That is 
well for a city of less than 500,000 inhabitants. 

And they are not all sidewalk shoppers. They have 
been spending money pretty freely, as every token indi- 
cates. The bank clearings in November amounted to 
cover $109,000,000, the largest record of any month in the 
city, and December promises to run to $115,000,000, The 
year will show clearings through the banks amounting 
to $1,180,000,000, an increase over the previous year of 
$205,000,000. The weekly clearings run to usually over 
$27,000,000, another remarkable record for a city of the 
size of Los Angeles. 


i A Cosmopolitan Population. 
HAT a change has taken place in the population of 
Los Angeles in the last forty years! Just after the 
Civil War closed the population of the city was about 
6000 perhaps, a majority of it Spanish-American, a large 
proportion of it from the continent of Europe, perhaps 
1000 Americans and a little scattering of Chinese. At 
present time, the population crowding half a million, 
Angeles embraces in its boundaries representatives 
y of almost every race on the fece of the earth, 
of nearly every nationality.

New Congress and California’s Interests. 
HE present Congress is in session passing 
through its last short period of existence. 
It passes into history at noon, March 4, 1913. 
Its activities will be nearly null between its open- 
ing in December and its close three months later. 
The result of the election in November which 


passed al: the reins of government into the hands 


of the Democratic party will not be developed at 
all or very little during the few weeks remain- 
ing of the life of the old Congress. The victors 
will guard safely the spoils of battle and enjoy 
them during the coming spring and summer. 
The new Congress will be called together in 
extraordinary session probably some time in 
April. The leaders of the dominant party are 
already busy framing up legislation to be passed 
at that session. This legislation will relate par- 
ticularly, if not entirely, to the tariff schedules 
on imports into the United States. Indeed, so 
forehanded have the leaders of the Democratic 
party been in this respect that their busy days 
are probably passed. The House of Representa- 
tives, where tariff legislation originates, has been 
controlled by the Democrats in the Congress now 
coming to an end, and at the long session mem- 
bers of that party passed a tariff bill, or rather sev- 


jeral such bills, which the Republican President: 


vetoed. The Democratic leaders are therefore 


in as full possession of facts as they desire to be 


for framing up new legislation on the tariff sched- 
ules. It is only fair to acknowledge that the party 
is approaching the revision of the tariff schedules 
with an apparent sense of moderation. This mod- 
eration is particularly observable in the attitude 
of the new President. Most of the party leaders 
share this sense of responsibility with Mr. Wilson, 
and will no doubt be guided largely by his views. 
So far no Democratic leader has spoken who has 
not given the business community assurance that 
nothing drastic or radical will be attempted. If 
these views prevail it will be a very happy thing 
for all interested in American industries, and that 
embraces every man, woman and child in the 
country, and, to quote the prophet Jonah, “Also 
very much cattle.” 

The question is what will be the attitude not of 
the leaders in Congress, but of the great body of 
new men sent up to Washington to legislate upon 
these important matters. It is a known fact that 
the Democrats of the West and South generally 
and the Roosevelt Republicans from all sections 
of the United States vie with one another in a 
breakneck race to see which will get in free-trade 
legislation first. The little band of Roosevelt 
Republicans in Congress, insignificant in numbers 
of themselves, are probably less sobered as to 
tariff considerations than the most radical Dem- 
ocrats. In the Congress that out of exist- 
ence they joined with the Democrats almost 
to a man in voting for radical reductions in cer- 
tain tariff schedules. 

This matter is of supreme importance, not 

only to California, but to the whole tier of States 
lying west of the great rivers to the Pacific 
Ocean and all the way from Canada to Mexico. 
Take a single product of these States, sugar, an 
industry now protected by a pretty ample tariff 
on imports, and therefore very prosperous. 
The total population of Europe is a little short 
of 450,000,000, that of the United States about 
95,000,000. There are in Europe 1281 sugar fac- 
tories, in the United States sixty-three. The av- 
erage production of European factories is 6275 
tons a year, and of the United States 7342. The 
total production of sugar in Europe amounts to 
8,032,741 tons, and in the United States to 462,- 
529 tons. Europe imports annually sugar to the 
amount of 2,304,319 tons, and the United States 
imports 2,560,360 tons. Europe exports a little 
more than the imports come to, while our ex- 
ports are immaterial. The consumption of su- 
gar in Europe amounts to 7,199,944 tons and in 
the United States to 3,405,205 tons. The aver- 
age consumption in Europe per-capita is 35.7 
pounds, in the United States 79.21 pounds. 

The salient point to note in these figures above 
is that Europe produces about as much sugar as 


it consumes, while the United States imports 


more than five times its own production. 

Now we often hear free-trade advocates talk- 
ing as if they thought the United States was sin- 
gular in imposing duties upon sugar, thus in- 
creasing the cost of this commodity to the uni- 
versal consumer. As a matter of fact, when we 
consider import duties and excise duties together 
the United States imposes comparatively smal! 
duties on sugar. In dollars the duties of the sev-

NTIGUA (Guatemala.)—You have probably never 
heard of Antigva? Nevertheless it was long one 
of the great cities of the North American conti- 
nent.

It 
had palaces and public buildings when we had only log 
cabins, and its ruins show that it far surpassed any 
other city of North America for 200 or more years after 
the continent was discovered. 


The Old Capital of Spanish America. 


The ruins of Antigua lie at the foot of two 
volcanoes. They represent a metropolis which 
destroyed again and again by earthquake and 


the public markets. He chose this place as his capital, 
and architects came over from Spain to lay out the city. 
It was just about the time of his death that the town 
was destroyed and the Indians here believe that it was 
largely done as a judgment upon his wife, who com- 
plained to the Lord because she had lost her husband. 
A Seat of Culture and Learning. 


In rebuilding the city the Spaniards chose a site 
about two miles away and there erected their capital. 
This remained in existence for 230 years, when it was 
again destroyed by the same voicano which had 
brought on the flood. The new cap‘tal was laid out 
with the idea that it would be the metropoiis of North 
America and for generations it was the center of cul- 
ture and learning ( southern North America. It was 
destroyed in 1773 by earthquakes, and at tuat time 
it had 120,000 people. In 1800 Boston had only 24,000, 
and it was a city of wood.

Therefore this address says to the priests of 
TURus: “Thou hast walked up and down in 
the midst of the Stones of Fire;” because these 
colonial priests had been trained in the home col- 
leges and had personally joined in the choral pro- 
cessions in Eden. ' 

The other verses tell much about the British 
and Irish trade with Tyre—“TAR.Shis was thy 
Merchant; with Silver, TIN, IRON, and Lead 
they traded in thy fairs. TU.BAL, EDEN, and 
MES.HECH, they were thy merchants and 
traded the persons of men and vessels of BRASS 
in thy markets. DAN also, and Javan, going 
to and fro, occupied in thy fairs.” Here, many 
father-names formerly used in tracing descent 
from Noah are used again to name the merchants 
of different places, and showing that these rec- 
ord-names were always patronymics, and were 
not the names of individual men. Of these 
TAR-Shis, or “TAR People,” the Bible god savs 
“Tar-Shis are my Sailors,” and they were named 
on the TAR, or Thunder-Bull, whose name was 
always carved on our Oak. The British word 
TAR (also their name,) means “coming and go- 
ing,” and “going to and fro,” because they went 
to and fro between all trade centers. So when 
the Bible says that the TAR.Shis went to TAR.- 
Shis for the Temple gold, it means that these 
sailing merchants went to other sections of 
their own people, and we have already 
seen that there were many peoples named 
on their deity in America and other coun- 
tries. When they sailed out for “the gold of 
OPHI-R,” they went to the “Snake Red”—a 
name for the Celtic priesthood which would apply 
to any branch of the service. The huge and elab- 


orate carvings on many Pacific Islands show that 
their former ples had the same Snake and 
Mountain gods as the Celts and Americans, and 
the biblical freight-lists show that each vessel 
went to most distant lands in its three-year voy- 
age. “The Gold of Ophi.r,” named in many parts 
of the Bible as a by-word for wealth, specifies the 
gold that the Church could collect. Our “Ophi.- 
d.ia.n.,” or Snake, is the Time-sign alphabetic 
Serpent named in the Greek word for a snake as 
“O.PH.LS.,” which says CI RC. El, The Island 
Sign,” because it named the Circle Church. Thus 
“OPHI.R” names the “Snake Red” that was em- 
broidered on the tunics of the Druids, and Smiddy 
says this was the snake that Patrick banished 
from Ireland (removing it from the garments 
of the priests,) because it was recorded for sev- 
eral centuries before his time that Ireland pos- 
sessed no live snakes. In the same kind of 
naming the Ophites, a heretic branch of 
the early Christians, had a Snake god named 
by them as the father of sciences; and 
their mame, as Ophi-Te.s, records their “Snake 
God,” and themselves as “Snake People,” in the 
regular way. The coiled Serpent which named 
the early Church and all Druids still appears on 
eighteen or twenty record King-tablets taken 
from the Temple of the Sun at Teotihuacan, and 
are now the property of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in Los Angeles. Here the robes of the 
American Priest-Kings exhibit the same coiled 
Serpent which was embroidered on the robes of 
the Celtic Druids; and as these oldest tablets in 
existence prove that America had Britain's 
priesthood, they will be pictured and explained 
in my next chapter.

HE royal origin of the New Year toasts of health 

and happiness so universally drunk in merrie old 
England and later in “our own United States“ 
harks back to that dramatic moment of the fifth cen- 
tury when the beautiful Rowena, daughter of Heugist, 
presented to her father’s guest, King Vortigen, a bowl 
of wine with the greeting: “Louerd King, Wass-heil!” 
In old Scotiand there was a ‘amily love feast on the 
last night of the year, then, as tue ciock struck tweive 
all sprang up from the table, joined hands, and danced 


following quaint lines: 
“Weel may we a’ be, 
In may we never see, 
Here's to the King 
And the gude companie!” 


After this the wassail bow! with bread and cheese, or 
some special kind of cake, was carried triumphantly 
from house to house in the neighborhood. 

In the meanwhile, toasts vere drunk in the monas- 
terles over a great bowl passed from monk fo monk 
called the Poculum Caritatis, ancestcr of our loving-cup. 

The toast drinking habit came over to America in 
the earliest vessels, side by side with the spinning- 
wheel and the cross-stitch art of the sampler, twenty a 
modest number of healths at any gathering while as 
many as forty-five at a sitting was not considered 
excessive. 

As for the name toast applied to the drinking of a 
health—thereupon hangs a most romantic tale. 

In ye olden times punch was always served with bits 
M toasted biscuit floating on us top. Now in the days 
when the city of Path wus at the height of its popu- 
larity as a fashionable resort it ws quite the thing for 
fair damsels exquisitely attired to bathe at the public 
vaths, and one epoch-making morning a gallant present 
took a glass of the water in which a celebrated beauty 
was standing and drank her health before the assembled 
company of spectators.

Seeking Safety at Sea. 
THE “FRIGIDOMETER,” AN AUTOMATIC 


DETECTOR OF ICEBERGS. 

{London Standard:] The great Cunard liner Maure- 
tania has recently proved the worth of an apparatus 
which not only detects icebergs many miles away, but 
keeps up its warning until the vessel on which it is 
borne has deviated from the danger zone. So im- 
pressed with the invention are the White Star Com- 
vany, the owners of the iil-fated Titanic, that they 
have given orders for the installation of a similar 
equipment upon the Baltic, a ves, of 3,000 tons. 

Until this year our huge steamships were using 
just the same methods for iceberg detection as were 
practiced a’ century ago. In «pite o. the great increase | 
in speed, the primitive business of taking tempera- 
ture reading from buckets of water hauled up the ships 
side continued. The Titanic disaster has opened a 


new era. The ship of the future will de as fully | 


equipped with accident-preventing appliances as with 
those for lifesaving. Already the captain's bridge“ 
is being transformed into a high-class instrument- 
room. In a short while it promises to resemble a well- 
stocked physical laboratory, and promincntly among 
the instruments there will undoubtedly figure the 
frigidometer, the instrument which has just proved its 
utility on the Mauretania by giving warning of an ice- 
berg floating at a distance of fifteen miles away. It s 
the invention of a Scotch engineer named McNab. 
Icebergs are always surrounded by a zone of cold 
water. Owing to the fact that seven-eighths of an 
iceberg is always beneath the wafer, this zone of low 
temperature is surprisingly extensive. Hitherto it has 
been the practice when steaming in doubtful waters to 
take the temperature of repeated samples of sea water 
and watch carefully tor any pronounced drop in the 
mercury of the thermometer. he diliculty with the 
old and crude meth. d has been that the tempercture of 
the water on the immediate surface of the sea is no 
index of the temperature a few feet beneath. The new 
iceberg detector has two “nerve” centers in the shape 
of thermometers, one placed high on the foremast and 
the other built low in the keel at a point well forward. 
As the temperature falls ¢eagree by deg-e> the mercury 
in the thermometers establishes a series of contacts 
which in turn transmit electric currents to a seg- 
mehted indicator on the captain's bridge. A loud 
sounding alarm is also connected with the indicator. 
Upon a steamer with this equipment entering an 
jce-infested. district, and the alarm soundimg, the ob 
server on the bridre moves two levers round the face 
of the indicator until the alarm ceases to sound. The 
position of the levers ther shows the air and water 
temhperatures. The moment either of these tempera- 
tures falis further the alarm again comes into action, 
and is again only checked by a readjustment of the 
dial levers. If, owing to a rapid fall, a series of adjust- 
ments is necessary within the space of a few minutes, 
then icebergs are ahead.

ONDUCTION is favored by a velocity of the air 
current as well as by moisture. It is through this 
conduction, that we feel excessive heat or excessive 
cold much more in a moist than in a dry climate. 
‘When, as a boy, I wished to fly my kite but could not 
ascertain—even by the smoke from the chimneys—the 
direction of the wind, I used to moisten one of my 
fingers and hold it up, knowing that the side first cool- 
ing would determine. The increased radiation, with 
temperature loss on the windward side, gave me the 
cue; but we boys never went so far as to get to the 
scientific reason—we were after facts. : 
The next time you get exceedingly warm and sit in 
& very strong draught, especially if you have on woolen 
underwear, you will be aware of increased radiation 
with temperature loss on the windward side. 


Some Facts About Wool. 


OOL, in its natural state, seems to be a very poor 

protection for the animal that grows it. No animal 
is more sensitive to the cold; no animal has weaker 
lungs. “To die like sheep!” How common and how 
true the expression. 

“Woolen underwear is almost universally worn.” 
True; but that does not necessarily argue in its favor. 
So-called “coids,” also, are almost as universal as are 
the wearers of woolen underclothing. 

Woolen underwear is warm. Quite true. It is too 
warm for either summer or winter weather. It over 
heats, and then chills the bod with its moistvre. It ie 
supposed to be a non-conductor of heat; so it is when 
perfectly dry, but that condition does not always pre- 
vail. 

Wool retains moisture longer than any other ma- 
terial; therefore should not be worn next the skin. 
Wrap a piece of ice in a woolen cloth, and it will be 
; vtected as long as the cloth remains dry, but when 
it becomes wet the ice will melt rapidly. 

The woolen underwear theory is fast dying out; so 
are those who advocate it; so are those who wear it. A 
false theory may be adopted arid followed and obtain 
for years, yet the theory may be wholly at variance 
with the facts. 

About wool as an outer-garment. The very fact that 
wool is a slow absorbent renders it the very best ma- 
terial for over-garments, especially in humid climates, 
and seasons where protection is required fom at- 
mospheric moisture. Bear in mind that the outer- 
clothing should be a poor absorbent of moisture; the 
underclothing a good absorbent; therefore the very 
condemnation of the one is the strongest commenda- 
tion of the other. 

Are you afraid to lay aside your flannels and adopt 
something else simply because you have always worn

If you have been wrongly influenced, whether igno- 
rantly or otherwise, and you now see the error of your 
way, choose for yourself.

Silk for Underwear. ! 


FTER careful investigation J find that silk should be 
classed with wool—a fabric not to be recommended 
for underwear.

Cotton for Underwear. 


OTTON underclothing does not meet all the require- 

ments, yet it is preferable to either wool or silk. 
While it does not give up moisture as freely as it should 
to make it purely hygienic as underwear, it is a much 
better absorbent than either wool or silk and is, there 
fore, to be recommended in preference to either for 
winter as well as for summer. The fact that you will 
not as readily become overheated with cotton as with 
wool or silk is very greatly in its favor; for, overheat- 
ing, as has been shown, means reaction, and reaction 
under such conditions results in less rvsisting force. 

I am strongly of the opinion that better than wool, 
better than silk, better han cotton, as far as the 
health of man body is concerned, would be no un- 
derwear at all, except for the unhygienic condition 
caused by the body coming in contact with the clothing 
which admits of no regular change. This has been 
tested by some, even in midwinter, but it is not, nor 
will it ever be popular. 


Linen for Underwear. 


1 CAN truly say, after an experience of twelve years, 
better than any other fabric as underwear, more 
hygienic and prodreing the best physical condition, is 
tne wearing of linen-mesh, summer and winter. 

It resolves itself into this—that which is most needed 
and most to be commended in the way of underwear 
is a fabric that will take up the moisture quickly and 


linen-mesh. 
There fs nothing better than a properly constructed 
linen garment for underwear. In former times, 


when everybody used to wear linen next to the skin, 
the underwear was called “body linens.” 

Linen absorbs moisture in all forms rapidly. It sur- 
passes all other materials in the power of evaporating 
moisture. Such articles as are conimonly used for the 
purpose of drying the body, as towels and ‘ handker- 
chiefs are generally made of linen. 

Underwear must be—or should be—of a material that 
can be washed, without detriment, after having become 
soiled. The proper way to wash a garment of under- 
wear 80 as to free it from all impurities is by the use of 
hot or boiling water and soap. The oftener linen is 
washed, the nicer it becomes; nor does it feit or 
harden like wool. 

The touch of linen is most grateful to the human 
skin, imparting to the body a sense of relief and free 
dom experienced from uo other fabric. This sense of 
general comfort is mainly due to the fact that a linen 
garment, unlike wool, does not impede, but rather as 
sists the skin in its work of ridding the system of a 
considerable part of its poisonous waste. 

As to the absorbing and evaporating qualities of the 
different fabrics you need ask no one but can satisfy 
yourselves as to the correctness of my statement by 
making the following tests: Take à piece each of 
woolen, silken, cotton, linen fabric, and, after wetting 
them thoroughly, place them in the sun or air to dry. 
Note the difference in the time required and you will 
find it to be the exact reverse of the order given— thus 
favoring linen. 

Another test is to wash the hands and face and 
then, in lieu of a towel, try to dry them by using each 
of the fabrics named and in the order named. The 
proofs are conclusive. 

You can now readily determine how each of these 
fabrics, when used as underwear, absorbs and evapo 
rates the moisture of the body. If you want to get 
health and keep it, you ~lil take the advise of that 
great law-giver and hygienist, Moses, whose laws made 
Special provision for cleanliness and who recognized 
the purity and healthfulness in the wearing of linen and 
the very reverse as regards woolen. ft will thus be 
seen that the wearing of linen is not a new idea, out 
that its importance as regards cleanliness and health- 
fulness was known at a period antedating the Christian 
era. 

The protective feature of any clothing, especially 
underclothing, depends upon its alr-holding capacity, or 
porosity. A calm layer of air is the best non-conductor 
of beat; hence the air held within the meshes of a 
porous garment will prevent the -apid loss of heat 
which takes place when plain, smooth fabrics are worn. 
Any porous garment, of whatever material, is warmer 
in winter and cooler in summer than the same fabric 
in close, or solid material. Even a loosely knitted 
woolen shaw) will keep one much warmer than a 
smooth one containing the same amount of wool. 

The sooner a child is put into linen mesh under- 
clothing, the better for its health eomiort. Much 
of the restlessness for which children are blan.ed is 
the fault of the itchy, uncomfortable and absolutely un- 
hygienic underclothing which they re forced to wear. 
All authorities on matters of hygiene fully agree that 
the absorption as well as the elimination of moisture 
takes place proportionately quicker with linen than 
with wool, silk or cotton; therefore the consensus 0“ 
opinion ig in favor of linen.

The failing birth rate in 
France was expected to take care dt any danger from 
her. 

But the official statistics of the medical department 
of the Prussian M try of the Interior that have just 
been made public shed an entirely new and alarming 
light, says Health Culture, on the matter as far as Ger- 
many is concerned. 

So much so that the government has decreed a thor- 
ough investigation into the causes that are responsible 
for the decline in the birth rate and the methods by 
which it may be restored to normality. 

The figures made public show that while in 1875 
the births in the German empire were 42.6 for every 
1000 of the population, in 1910 they had fallen to barely
